Catastrophic crop insurance 
required with farm loans 


Horace H. Horn, Jr., acting State 
Director of Rural Economic and 
Community Development (RECD) 
(formerly Farmers Home Adminis 
trauon) in Alabama, announced that 
any producer who anticipates apply- 
ing for a farm loan from USDA must 
obtain at least Catastrophic (CAT) 
crop insurance coverage on all crops 
of economic significance. 

The coverage must be obtained 
before the sales closing date for the 
producer's particular crops 

The insurance requirement ap- 
plies to both direct and guaranteed 
farm ownership, operating, or emer- 
gency loans administered by the for- 
mer Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) offices; Rural Economic 
and Community Development. 

This change is required by the 
Federal Crop Insurance Reform and 
Department of Agriculture Reorgani- 
zauon Act of 1994, 

The Act also authorized the reor- 
ganizaion of USDA, which com- 
bined the programs of the former 
ASCS and FCIC with the farm loan 
programs of FmHA, under the newly 
created Consolidated Farm Services 
Agency (CFSA). 

Horn emphasized that the sales 
closing date for fall and spring- 
seeded crops is February 28th. This 
date is crucial because once it passes 
and the loan applicant has insurable 
crops without CAT coverage, they 
will likely have to wait until the fol- 


lowing crop year to be eligible for 
loan assistance. 

Catastrophic crop insurance can 
be obtained through private rein- 
sured companies as well as county 
CFSA offices. 

Coverage beyond the Catastroph- 
ic level or “additional insurance” 
must be purchased through private 
agents 

CAT protection will compensate 
farmers for yield losses greater than 
50 percent at a payment rate of 60 
percent of the expected market price. 
his coverage is available on insura- 
ble crops for a $50 processing fee 
with a cap of $200 per farmer per 
county not to exceed $600 per farm- 
er total. 

Further information about the 
coverage can be obtained from any 
local crop insurance agent or the 
CFSA (formerly ASCS) office. 

Questions regarding the loan re- 
quirement can be answered by the 
local REDC (formerly FmHA) of- 
fice.

Coffee County Commission gives old jail to Elba

Quite some time ago, the Coffee 
County Commission voted to give 
the old Coffee County Jail, located 
in Elba, to the Pea River Historical 


* and Genealogical Society. In Mon- 


day’s meeting, the commission re- 
scinded that action and in a 4-3 vote 
agreed to present it (the jail) to the 
City of Elba. 

Reportedly, the historical group 
had decided not to restore the old jail 
due to the lack of funds. 


The more than cighty-year-old 
jail was abandoned after the flood of 
March 1990 and a new modern one 
was built in New Brockton. Flood 
waters completely covered the bot- 
tom floor of the two-story facility 
and rose several feet into the second 
floor. 

The old jail was the subject of nu- 
merous lawsuits in the ‘70s and ‘80s, 
most of them initiated by prisoners 
who complained that the condition 
of the jail violated prisoners consti- 
tutional rights. 


After a motion by Commissioner 
Jack Hanson to sell the old jail was 
tabled, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens suggested that the building be 
given to the City of Elba. 

Hanson’s plan was to sell the jail 
property and use the money to build 
a facility to house the mapping and 
appraisal division of the revenue 
commissioner’s office. 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
agreed with Stephens’ proposal stat- 
ing that the Elba Chamber of Com- 


merce was interested in using the 


building. 

It was noted that two parcels of 
land are involved, one being the jail 
property and the other being where 
the old department of human re- 
sources building use to be before it 
was destroyed by fire. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the vote was called for and 
Commissioners Stephens, Black, 
Bill Faulk, and Randy Lunsford vot- 
ed to give the jail to Elba. Commis- 
sioners Hanson, Lawrence Creel and 
Bernest Brooks cast opposing votes. 

Ownership of old DHR property, 
which has a small storage building 
on il, was retained by the commis- 
sion. 

After eight years of service to 
Coffee County, County Engineer 
Mark Pool made his final appear- 
ance (for now) before the commis- 
sioners. Pool’s accomplishments as 
county engineer were praised by all 
members of the commission, 


In a resoiution passed by the com- 
mission, Pool’s “leadership” in help- 
ing the county recover from two 
major floods and the construction of 
a Subtitle D landfill was cited. 

The resolution noted that Pool 
had greatly contributed to the well 
being, welfare and quality of life for 
the citizens of Coffee County. 

“Since this is my last day, I’m go- 
ing to open a cai of worms,” Pool 
said. 

He told commissioners that pri- 
vately owned fish ponds are becom- 
ing a major threat during heavy rains 
and floods. 

During last weekend’s heavy 
rains, a pond broke and flooded out 
County Road 417 near the New

They must 
post a sign and note on the plat and 
deed that the road is private and will 
not be maintained by the county. 

Prior to the amendment, every 
subdivision developer had to build a 
road through the property according 
to county specifications, which in- 
cluded paving, and deed the road to 
the county.

Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood wins 


not guilty verdict in Circuit Court 


After three hours of deliberation Tuesday, a Circuit Court jury of five 
males and six females said Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood was not guilty 
on two criminal cases of misapplication of public funds. The verdict was 
returned late Tuesday evening in a case which began Monday afternoon. 

Following the verdict Haywood said, “I was not guilty of anythin 
and the jury found me not guilty ... the system worked.” He added, “‘It 
took a long time but our system is fair, Compared to all other al- 
ternatives, it is the best available.” 

Indictments had been retumed by a Coffee County grand jury after 
State investigators responded to a written complaint filed with the Dis- 
trict Attorney by several local citizens. 

The charges were that he misapplication $103,442 of funds city coun- 
cil members had instructed him to deposit in a special reserve account. 


Haywood admitted he placed the funds in the general fund and they were 


dispersed for expenses as appsoved by the city council. He and his at- 
tomey contended he did this for the good of the city. 

The second misappropriation charge was that he paid $4,100 to At- 
tomey Jackson W, Stokes after the council had refused to honor the bills 
because the council had named someone else as city attomey. 

A unusual note was added to the Charge #1 verdict from the jury. It 
read, “On account of the way the law is written, we vote not guilty, even 
though we believe Ricky Haywood is guilty in 4 of the elements,” Judge 
Gary McAliley had told the jury the defendant had to be guilty on all 
five elements ii his charge for them to return a guilty verdict. 

The five elements in the charge from the judge included: 1. Monies 
belong to government AND 2, Government monies were entrusied to the 
defendant. AND 3. Misapplication of these monies, AND 4, He had 
knowledge he was misapplying the monies AND 5, He had knowledge 
misapplication involved a substantial loss to the City of Elba 

One female juror was heard telling Haywood she was embarrassed 
about the note (on Count #1) but it was the only way they could prevent 
a hung jury. 


nor any other county district, Pool 
added. 

The voting district controversy 
began in July of 1992 when Judge 
Thompson ruled that the county 
would have to hold its commission 
elections again because the county 
had failed to redistrict after the 1990 
census. 

The county was given two op- 
tions: hold new elections immediate- 
ly or hold new elections in June of 
1993. The commission chose the 
first option. 

At the time, commissioners said 
they had believed they wouldn’t 
have to redistrict the county because 
census figures showed the county’s 
population had increased by only 3 
percent. Usually, redistricting is re- 
quired only if there is a population 
change of 5 or more percent. 

However, the Alabama Demo- 
cratic Conference (ADC) contended 
that while the population hadn’t 
changed very much, it had made a 
considerable shift. The ADC is a po- 
litical caucus that represents the 
state’s black Democrats. 

Coffee County is operating under 
a federal court order based on the 
Voting Rights Act, which requires it 
to have at least one district with a 
majority of black voters. 

Prior to the 1985 order, all county 
commissioners were elected at-large, 
that is ALL voters voted for all com- 
mission seats, Since blacks are dis- 
persed throughout the county, obey- 
ing the court order required 
extensive gerrymandering. 

In order to comply with the con- 
Stitutional one-person-one-vole re- 
quirement and the court order, each 
county commission district should 
have 5,500-6,000 voters. But in the 
first commission election of 1992, 
District 6 had 9,000 voters, 

District 6 had to be redrawn not 
only to portion Out its excess voters 
to other districts but also to keep the 
late Commissioner Sid Averett in his 
home district, When the district lines 
were redrawn, an effort was made to 
keep all the incumbent commission- 
ers in their respective districts and 
Averett’s address was the only one 
that posed a problem. 

And the redrawing of district 
lines not only entailed holding an- 
other primary election, it also meant 
the county had to re-identify all its 
voters according to the new district 
lines, 

When the primary was re-held in 
September, 1992, all the candidates 
who won their primaries in the origi- 


nal election won again in the repeat 
election. But it was an expensive 
process for both the county and the 
individual candidates. 

The 1992 primary and gencral 
elections were based on a district 
map approved by the court and the 
ADC, but everyone was aware that 
there were problems with the map. 
Pool and Kenneth Fuller, ‘the 
county’s attorney, have been trying 
to get an official district map for the 
past two years. 

Although the latest map will have 
to be changed in order to put streets 
and houses in the right places, it will 
not change any voter’s home district, 
Pool stated. 

The semi-official map Pool 
showed to commissioners Monday 
will be corrected and then sent to the 
U.S. Department of Justice for ap- 
proval. if it is approved, it will be the 
official map for the 1996 county 
commission elections.

House Puts Teeth Into Clinton's Crime Bill 


Forty days into the Republican 
‘Contract with America’, the U.S 
House of Representatives is clamp 
ing down on crime by going back und 
putting some teeth into last year’s 
watered-down crime bill. Here are 
some highlights. 

Criminals Pay Victims 
Firston the House floor fora vote last 
week was The Victim Restitution Act 

This common sense legisla 
tron orders courts in federal criminal 
proceedings to award restitution to 
crime victims. Simply put, if you're 
found guilty ofacrime then you should 
compensate your vicums for dam 
aves. 

Under this legislation, federal 
judges, when sentencing a defendant 
convicted of a crime, must order the 
defendant to compensate any direct 
victims, 

The judge in such a case may 
also order the defendant to compen 
sate any other person who was harmed 
physically, emotionally, or financially 
by the convicted criminal’s unlawful 
conduct. 

Indetermining the amountand 
kindof restitution, federal judges may 
consider indirect costs to victims, such 
as lost income, child care, and trans- 
portation expenses incurred due to 
theirneed to participate in court. Con- 
victed criminals should be held liable 

. for these costs and they will be under 
this bill. 

No More Gyms For Prison- 
ers — The Violent Criminal Incar- 
ceration Act adds $2.5 billion to the 
$8 billion already in the crime bill for 
state prison expansion and tougher 
sentencing, 

In addition to ensuring that 
criminals serve out their sentences, 
this legislation would also bar prison- 
ers from engaging in physical activi- 
ties which add to their strength or 
fighting ability. It also orders the 


immediate removal of all exercise 
training equipment except for those 


specifically authorized for medical 
FCUSONS 

lhis bill also says “NO” to the 
federal “glamour slammers” which 
make incarceration a holiday stay for 
many criminals. Instead of all-chan- 
nel cable TV, movies seven days-a- 
week, tennis, miniature golf, game 
rooms, and dormitory-style rooms, 
federal prisons will offer the least 
amount of amenities and personal 
comforts as allowed by the Constitu- 
tion 

\ta time when Americans are 
struggling to make ends meet and 
Congress is struggling to reduce fed- 
eral spending, we should not be spend- 
ing public money to pamper those 
who neitherrespect nor obey our laws. 
This legislation which passed the 
House last week is long overdue. 

Effective Death Penalty — 
Because nearly endless and often 
Irivolous appeals have been allowed 
to block the death penalty, the Effec- 
tive Death Penalty Act was voted on 
and passed the House last week. This 
bill changes laws affecting the death 
penalty in an effort to create consis- 
tent and fair procedures for its appli- 
cation and to streamline the appeals 
process. 

For example, the bill fixes a 
one-year limitation period for filing a 
federal habeas corpus petition con- 
testing a state court conviction and a 
two-year limitation for a federal con- 
viction, 

It limits the granting of stays 
when prisoners have failed to file a 
timely appeal, and sets 60 to 90-day 
deadlines for federal district and ap- 
peals courts to reach their decisions. 

The American people have had 
enough of coddling criminals. To 
stop violent crime, we have to catch, 
convict, and confine the violent of- 
fenders. These 'tough-on-crime' bills 
will help get the job done. 

They now must go to the U.S. 
Senate for approval.

Hospice helps Ralph Bragg

Ralph Bragg knows he's dying. 
Until that happens Hospice is help- 
ing him live. 

Bragg didn’t } 
isted until his } 
told him about it 

“We need to turn you over to 
Hospice, Mr. Bragg,” she told him 
after more than a year of radiation, 
chemotherapy and nursing care for a 
rare cancer that will never go away. 
“There’s things they can do with 
medication that we can't do,” she 
said. First he said no because he 
didn't want to be a shut-in. 

Once Hospice was explained to 
Ralph Bragg, he said, “Yes, | 
walked right in.” : 

That was just before Christmas. 

Wiregrass Hospice of Enterprise 
is a non-profit organization that acts 
aS a support team to families who 
are facing a death. That includes the 
patient, the family members, 
friends--whoever is involved in the 
care of that patient. 

A patient must be referred’ to 
Hospice by his physician and the pa- 
tient must haye been given a prog- 
nosis of six months or less to live. 

Hospice has been the answer to a 
prayer for Mike and Becky Bragg, 
the caregivers for Mike's dad. Jus- 
lin, their 8-year-old son, helps, too 
and he understands the situation. 
The Braggs have kept nothing from 
Justin nor have they kept anything 
from each other. 

The Braggs think of Cathy and 
Ann, the Hospice nurses, as part of 
their family when they come to their 
house in Jack. Hospice nurses, so- 
cial workers, and other volunteers 
help in any way they can and they 
charge nothing, Becky Bragg said. 

"They come seven days a week if 
that’s what it takes, night or day, 
rain or shine and they come willing- 
ly and with a smile,” Ralph Bragg 
said. 

“They don’t leave you with this 
feeling of ‘if you have anything to 
ask me, now hurry,”” he said. “They 
Stay as long as you need them.” 

Some days they needs Hospice 
care more than others, Becky said. 

A bad day or a good day is rela- 
tive for Ralph. 

Some days he cannot visit with 
friends he loves to see because of 
the violent vomiting that comes on 
without notice or the lesions that ap- 
pear and disappear, seemingly with- 
out order. 

“I’m having a good day today,” 
he said. 

As he laid in his hospital bed, no 
sadness clouded his countenance, no 


tears streaked his face. People do not 
understand how he can be at peace,

Ralph Bragg said, 

“Before I was put here we had 
coffee every day at Hardees at 3 
o'clock in Elba. If you needed a doc- 
tor, we could take care of your case. 
If you needed a lawyer, certainly we 
could handle that,” he said, chuck- 
ling. 

"The subject came up one day 
about not being sad and this was my 
answer: ‘If you think what days I’ve 
got left, that I'm going to spend 
them hiding behind the door crying, 
you are sadly mistaken because | 
have a loving family and I have lots 
to live for.’ I feel sorry for them--I 
would like to see my grandson grow 
up, but there’s things we can’t do. If 
you’re born a boy or girl, just that 
sure, you were born to die. We can’t 
help that. That was in the picture be- 
fore you and | ever came along and 
it will remain in the picture.” 

Ralph Bragg leaned forward and 
in a voice husky with emotion, said 
“teach the people.” 

That’s his mission. To make sure 
people know ‘Hospice exists to help 
them. It means ‘a lot to all the 
Braggs. 

“Spiritually, physically, emotion- 
ally and medically, all of our needs 
are met,” Mrs. Bragg said. 

“They deal with our family as a 
whole, papa with his cancer and as 
an individual and Justin, Becky 
Bragg said. 

After a recent especially bad 
weekend, Justin told the Hospice so- 
cial worker, “Papa’s just going to 
take an elevator up to heaven.” 

Ralph Bragg said he knows his 
family feels his pain and he theirs. 

“Yes, I see pain in their faces, 
They don't know I see it, but I know 
it’s there. Hospice has helped us 
with this too.” 

One day last year as he was com- 
ing home from chemotherapy, Ralph 
Bragg stopped to help a woman by 
the side of the road whose car was 
having radiator trouble. 

“I started to pass her by but then I 
turned around because I couldn’t just 
pretend I hadn’t seen her. I didn’t

Dear Ferrin: 


Jo Ann and I have many warm, 
happy memories of our three and 
one-half years in Elba. The folks at 
First Baptist Church will always be 
special to us, and we are excited 
about the future of that great congre- 
gation, However, our time in Elba 
was almost concluded in a personal 
tragedy that I feel compelled to 
share. 

We left our Christmas Eve Com- 
munion Service with a terrible mix- 
ture of feclings. There was the won- 
der and joy of the season brought 
into focus in the celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper. There was the ex- 
citement of the largest crowd in at- 
tendance for that service during the 
four Christmases since we initiated 
it. Whole families sat together and 
came forward to, partake of the sym- 
bols of the body and blood of our 
Lord. There was the sadness of real- 
izing that this was the last service of 
that kind that I would ever conduct 
as the pastor of a local church be- 
cause of my retirement. There was 
the overwhelming pain and grief 
shared by our church at the death of 
Mary Louise Collier, and the serious 
injury of her beloved husband, Sam. 

There was only a bed left at the 
pastorium, so we went out to the 
Pizza Hut to eat a bite. of supper. I 
needed some medicine which I 
called Bob Roberson about. As we 
drove toward Claxton on the by- 
pass, I suggested that Jo Ann turn 
left on Taylor ‘Mill Road so that we 
could go by Bob’s place on High- 
land to pick up my prescription. | 
pointed to a car that had just turned 
on to Taylor Mill, and indicated Jo 
Ann shotild turn at the same place. 
Since she was unfamiliar with that 
intersection, she slowed almost to a 
stop in the turn lane, even though 
there was no approaching traffic. 
Just as she should have turned left, a 
car chose to pass us on the left! If 
she had made a fluent turn instead 
of hesitating because she had never 
made that turn before, the car would 
have crashed into our left side with 
certain tragedy for occupants in both 
cars. 

It was a small red car. We no- 
ticed the flashing yellow lights as he 
went by, but that gives no authority 
to violate traffic regulations. There 
was already a major crisis at the 
hospital that evening--there was a 
matter of inches that spared another 
that would have been totally un- 
called for. 

We’re both prepared for death. 
We've had a wonderful, meaningful 
life. But we’d like to live longer to 
enjoy four grandsons, and some ad- 
ventures we believe God has in store 
for us. 

We pray for the driver of the little 
red car to think twice before he shat- 
ters his own dreams, and the dreams 
of others,

Your choice is freedom 
or fatality. To be mastered by Jesus Christ brings freedom. To be mastered 
by Satan brings fatality.” Jesus came to “set the captives free,” (Luke 4:18), 
So many times we subject ourselves, knowingly or unknowingly, to sin’s 
captivity. This truth is perfectly illustrated in the story of a little boy and his 
big sister: ; : 

A little brother and sister went to spend the summer with their grandpar- 
ents, One day the grandfather made the little boy a slingshot, “Now, be 
careful with this, and never shoot rocks at people or animals.” “OK, 
Gramps," he solemnly promised. He spent the next few days firing rocks at 
trees, cans, and other make believe antagonists. Then one moming he spied, 
far across the pond, his grandmother's pet duck. Not really aiming, he let 
fly a rock. It arched through the air and hit the duck squarely in the head, 

The little boy, fearing his grandparents’ wrath and disappointment, des- 
perately searched for a place to hide the dead duck. Finding the perfect 
place, he hid the duck under a pile of firewood near the barn. As he stood 
up congratulating himself on his cover-up scheme, he spied his sister watch- 
ing him from the front porch, “Lunch is ready, hrotherrrrr.”” She drew out 
“brother” ever so sweetly. “Oh no,” he realized, “she saw’everything.” His 
spirit fell, . : 

All through lunch he was silent. His food sat in his stomach like lead. He 
waited for his sister to expose his misdeed. She smiled and sat silently eat- 
ing her sandwich. Then grandmother spoke, “Sally, will you help me wash 
the dishes?” “I'd be happy to Grandma,” she replied, “but Johnny told me 
he wanted to help in the kitchen today. Didn’t you Johnny?” Johnny was 
considering whether to protest or not, but his sister leaned toward him and 
whispered as she left the room, “Remember the duck!” Johnny sat there in 
grim silence realizing that bad days were ahead, 

The rest of the week was a nightmare for Johnny. He skipped a fishing 
trip so he could help make supper, and then graciously let his sister lick the 
fudge pan. After many days of doing his sister’s chores, he could take it no 
longer. “Grandma,” he tear fully confessed, “I didn't mean to, but I killed 
your duck,” “I know, Johnny,” she gave him a hug, “I was standing at the 
window. I saw the whole thing. Because I love you, I forgave you. But I 
had to wait until you were ready to come to me and ask forgiveness. I won- 
dered how long you'd let your sister keep you a slave.” c 

We don't have to live in slavery to sin. If we will but come to the pierced 
feet of Jesus and ask forgiveness, we will find mercy and grace enough fo 
cleanse us ofall unrighteousness. Jesus said, “...the one who comes to me | 
will certainly not cast out,” John 6:37).

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Rules should keep fans excited 
Spring jamboree to feature combined teams 


Age old athletic rivalries will be 
set aside, at least for one night, on 
March 17, when the Zion Chapel 
Rebels, Kinston Bulldogs, Coffee 
Springs Golden Bears and New 
Brockton Gamecocks converge at 
New Brockton to compete in a 
spring football jamboree. 

The jamboree will be held at 
Gamecock Stadium, in New Brock- 
ton, with the Junior Varsity teams 
to take the field at 6:00, and the 
Varsity jamboree to start at 7:00. 
Admission will be $3 students and 
$4 adults (advanced) and all tickets 
at the gate will be $4, 

Coaches from the four schools 
involved met last weck to finalize 
plans for the jamboree and clarify 
rules for the unique game, in which 
Zion Chapel and Kinston will com 
bine forces to battle the team com- 
posed of players from Coffee 
Springs and New Brockton. 

“These four schools are located 
close to each other and through 
years of competition have de- 
veloped a respect for each others 
athletic programs,” said Zion Chap- 
el’s Coach David Collins. “This 
game will allow all four teams the 
chance to compete in a jamboree 
for four quarters, and at the same, 
time bring all the bands, cheerlead- 
ers, fans and booster club members 
together for what we hope will be a 
night in which everyone has fun 
and all the schools are able to add 
some funds to their athletic and 
band accounts.” 

The athletic programs from the 
four schools will split the profits 
from the jamboree, including funds 
received from ticket sales and the 
concession stands.

The Elba City Council met last 
Thursday evening in a meeting post- 
poned from the previous Monday, 

The only voting action by the 
council was approval of the minutes 
of two previous meetings, approval 
to accept the old county jail from the 
county and approval of paying the 
monthly bills. 

Several other items were dis- 
cussed, including the old elementary 
school, wastewater annual report, fi- 
nancial committee report, an in- 
surance company proposal and from 
City Clerk Henry Clark, the need to 
make several board appointments. 

Three citizens were presented 
plaques*in appreciation of their help’ 
during emergencies. Doug Algood, 
accepted for Dorsey Trailers; Greg 
Brunson and A. C, “Bud” Brunson 
each received personal recognition. 

The council also heard Mr. Jack 
R. Brunson, representing Friends of 
Ft, Rucker, explain the efforts and 
goals of the non-profit organization. 
he also hoted the need for additional 
donations to complete the project of 


Sen. Shelby holds town mee

There was a hearty round of ap- 
plause from the crowd of between 50 
to 75 Coffee Countians when U. S. 
Senator Richard Shelby told them 
that he had switched parties. 

The Senator was in Enterprise 
City Hall Monday morning in keep- 
ing with a campaign promise made 
to his constituents when he was 
elected to the U. S. Senate 8 years 
ago, He promised to hold open meet- 
ing in each county of his district at 
least once a year. 

Shelby told those present that his 
changing of political parties was not 
a sudden one. 

He noted that when he was a Con- 
gressman in 1982, then President 
Ronald Reagan tried to get him to 
make the change then, but he elected 
to remain a Democrat and try to 
work within the party. 

“My belief is-that there’s no room 
in the Democratic Party for a conser- 
vative,” Shelby said. 

“My only agenda is to make 
America stronger economically and 
every other way,” he said. ““To have 
an America where everybody has an 
equal opportunity for an education, 
for a job, and everything else.” 

Those present were told by the 
Senator that one of the most impor- 
tant issues before this Congress, or

Other area communities have 
pledged $1.00 for cach resident and 
Brunson said it would be very help- 
ful if Flba could pledge $5,000 for 
1995, 

Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood said 
he didn’t think the time was right for 
the City of Elba to make a donation 
but they should support the project. 
He appointed a committee of him- 
self, Council members Earl McCol- 
lough and Bill Brunson to meet with 
others from Friends of Ft Rucker to 
get additional information in order to 
be more active supporters. 

Monthly bills of $92,361.50 were 
approved for payment. This included 
$37,833.50 for automobile — in- 
surance, $54,000 for Workman’s 
Comp insurance and $16,961.56 of 
regular operating bills. 

Council member, Bill Brunson 
presented a report from the budget 
committee, According to the budget, 
cash flow continues to be a problem, 
but the overall budget picture “looks 
real good.” 

Brunson reported that during the 
past quarter the payroll is down over 
$10,000 (614%), the December sales 


any Congress, is the one of a bal- 
anced budget. 

Presently, the Senate is debating a 
proposed amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution requiring a balanced 


budget. The House of Representa- | 


tives has already approved the 
amendment. 

“If we’re going to leave anything 
to our children and grandchildren 
other than a big debt - other than 
misery down the road, we have to do 
something about 
Shelby said. 

Shelby is co-sponsor of the pro- 
posed amendment and naturally sup- 
ports its passage. He feels that there 


will never be a balanced budget i 
without a Constitutional amendment ; 


mandating that it be done. 


The Senator is not sure if the 67 | 
votes required for the amendment to 


pass the Senate are there or not. 
And, even if the amendment passes, 
it will take 5 to 7 years for it to take 
affect. Three-fourths of the states 
would have to ratify the change to 
the Constitution. 

Senator Shelby spent twenty-five 
minutes touching on subjects such as 
mandatory spending by the govern- 
ment, taxes, regulations, welfare and 
immigration 

He noted that more than 50% of 
the federal budget is mandatory 
spending. Taxes have increased 
more than $400 billion since 1990

tax is good and revenues seem to be 
in line with the budget. He noted that 
insurance bills are high but were 
about $30,000 below budget pro- 
jections. He said part of this was due 
to the lower payroll and related low- 
ering of workman's comp insurance. 
Part of the cash flow strain is due to 
high first of the year bills such as an- 
nual insurance payments, according 
to Brunson.

Coleman said the score was high

continues. 

Touching on regulations, the Sen- 
ator stated that not all government 
regulations are bad, but they have 
gotten out of control and they do 
cost money! 

Shelby pointed out that 50% of 
the persons presently on welfare re- 
main on it for more than 8 years 
while 25% of them receive benefits 
for 5 to 7 years. 

“Welfare, as a rule, ought to be 
temporary and not permanent,” he 
said, “And, it should not be a way of 
life.” 

The Senator believes that ‘we 
need to experiment” with different 
approaches to welfare, because what 
is being done now is not working 

“We are robbing people of their 
confidence and dignity,” said Shel- 
by. 
Turning to immigration, he said 
that it is time we control our immi- 
gration system - legal and illegal. 

Presently, there are more than a 
million legal immigrants being al- 
lowed into the United States, The il- 
legal number is also staggering. 

“We need to slow it down!” Shel- 
by said. 

After his comments, Senator 
Shelby opened fielded questions 
from the audience, 

When asked about the consolida- 
tion of helicopter training for all 
branches of the service at Ft, Rucker, 
his response was “I’m an advocate 
of that!” 

He believes that the combining of 
Army, Navy and Marine helicopter 
training would save the taxpayers 
money. 

“I don’t know if it is going to 
happen, but I can tell you I will con- 
tinue to work for it.” 

What about peants? The Senator 
told the crowd, “The peanut program 
works and it is productive!” He said 
that it will continue to have his sup- 


port,
